its attitude toward the Soviet. es- 
pecially in the matter of disarma- 
ment. 

M. Tchitcherin does not talk about 
recoknition of the Soviet Govern- 
ment. He keeps scrupulously awdy 
from purely political considerations. 
But he asks the United States to meet 
Russia half way and work outa 
method by ‘which the two countries 
can get down to business. 

The Foreign Minister touches on 
the unsuccessful effort from the 
American side made through Am- 
bassador Houghton in Berlir. He 
suggests ‘“‘bureaus for trade infor- 
mation’ in New York and Moscow 
as one way of finding a formula. 

Hopes for Understanding. 

“I hope the Russian people’s de- 
sire for collaborating with the Amer- 
ican people for productive work will 
finally be fulfilled,’’ he said. “Ifthe 
first attempt at preparing such re- 
lations did not succeed, I earnestly 
hope we aball soon find the possibil- 
ity of coming to an understanding. 


Would not the American Govern- 
ment see its way clear to consent- 
ing to creation of a Russian bureau 
for trade information in New York, 
to facilitate business and.creation of 
a similar American byeau in Mos- 
cow? That would be the begin- 
ning for renewal of trade relations. 

Year after year passes. We are 
now entering upon a new year and 
immense natural resources rest dor- 
mant in Russia. If we can find 
means to re-establish trade rela- 
tions, American enterprises and 
wealth could open them to man- 
kind. 

“Our internal conditions are now 
completely settled. Private § trade 
goes on undisturbed and the Rus- 
sian people, who remember the gen- 
erous work of the American admin- 
istration, are asking themselves why 
it is impossible to have common 
constructive work.” 

M. Tchitcherin shows Russia as 
being placed in an impossible posi- 
tion here at the Near Fastern con- 
ference.

DEATHS DECREASED IN 1922 


ever, as Births Totaled 15,552 
and Deaths 10,779. 

The excess of births over deaths 
in St. Louis in 1922 decreased, as 
compared with 1921, but the city 
need have no fear of race suicide, 
as the excess this year was 44 per 
cent.

State Government issued a report 
this afternon reviewing the position 
in Ireland as the year comes to an 
end and branding as wanton and 
wasteful the destruction by irregu- 
lars. 

The worst feature, the report says, 
is the increase in demoralization 
among the young of both sexes, add- 
ing: “Neurotic girls are among the 
most active adherents of the irregu- 
lar cause, because heretofore it has 
been safe. They disfigure Dublin’s 
walls by lying propaganda and are 
active carriers of documents, arms 
and ammunition. Some of them 
have been known to accompany mur- 
der expeditions, concealing weapons 
in thelr clothing and relying for 
safety on the chivalry of those whose 
deaths they sought to encompass.”

FIRST UNIT OF NEW 
POWERPLANT MAY 
BE READY BY FALL 


Cost Will Be $10,000,000— 
Finish Will Mark Comple- 
tion ,of One-Fourth of 
Ultimate Size. 


It is expected that the first unit 
of the new Cahokia power plant of, 
the Union Electric Light and Power 
Co. near the municipal bridge on the 
east bank of the Mississippi River 
will be completed by .next autumn. 
Piles are being driven for a second 
unit. 7 

The first unit will be approxi- 
mately one-fourth the ultimate size 
of the new plant and will cost $10,- 
000,000, the total project estimate 
being $25,000,000. Louls H. Egan, 
president of thes Union company, 
yesterday gave out the following 
facts concerning the new plafit to 
accompany an architect’s drawing 
which is reproduced elsewhere in to- 
day’s Post-Dispatch: 

Its capacity will be 320,000 horse- 
power, or more than three times the 
year-around capacity of the hydro- 
electric plant at the Keokuk dam. 

It prill be 800 feet long with eight 
stacks towering 345 feet above the 
ground level. 

Its coal requirement will be 1,000,- 

0 tons a year, or more than a 
train-load a day. 

Its water requirement for con- 
densing purposes will be four times 
as great as the demand of the entire 
city of St. Louis for drinking, sani- 
tation and manufacture. a 

Its installation will enable produc- 
tion of power at about the cost of 
hydro-electric energy from Keokuk. 

The first section will be equipped : 
with two steam  turbo-generator 
units, each 40,000 horsepower ca- 
pacity, and eight super-boilers, de- 
signed to be. operated with pulver- 
ized coal for fuel. 

Egan said that the rapid increase 
in the consumption of electricity in 
the St. Louls district made the new 
plant necessary. The rapidity of the 
increase is denoted, he said, by the 
fact that the number of users had in- 
creased from 7500 im 1903. to 155,000 
in 1922. Their consumption has 
grown from 20,000,000 kilowatt 
hours to 490,000,000.

GASOLINE WASTE RESULT 
OF POOR CARBURETION 


Prof. Geonge Granger Brown of 
the University of Michigan recently 
conducted a series of tests to deter- 
mine the efficiency of carburetors on 
Ford cars. 

Prof. Brown estates in his article 
published in the Journal of Indus- 
trial and Engineering Chemistry that 
a reasonable mileage on a Ford tour- 
ing car should be 24.5 miles per gal- 
lon. However, he further states that 
the average throughout is not more 
than 17.5 miles. Prof. Brown's arti- 
cle also states that there is an ap- 
proximate loss of $100,000,000 per 
year to car owners through improper 
carburetion. 

A peculiar coincident {n connection 
with this statement has been recent 
tests made with a Ford car by the 
Stromberg Motor Devices Co., using 
one of their new carbufetors and hot 
spots in a test observed by officials 
of the American Automobile Associa- 
tion, in which ordinary 657-test gas- 
oline was used, and the remarkable 
mileage 6f 651.6 miles obtained on 
one gallon. 

The company further states that 
on 1000 carburetors sold for Ford 
cars the average was slightly in ex- 
cess of 31 miles, which would mean 
almost double the mileage being ap- 
parently obtained by Ford owners 
today.

that they were lawless scoundrels of which the 
parish is well rid and had only been “spirit- 
ed away” by friends of Dr. McKoin. 

The people of Mer Rouge and Bastrep had 
been friends for more than a hundred years. 
The young people of both towns attended each 
other’s social affairs. A spirit of reciprocits 
actuated the business men for the general good 
of the parish. They had always lived in neigh 
borly contentment, with never a forbidding cir. 
cumstance to threaten the spirit of good will that 
bound them together, until the Ku Klux Klan 
sent an organizer to that parish a few years 
ago. 

Capt. Skipwith, like the Klan itself. 
newcomer to Morehouse Parish, having settled 
there less than two years ago. He\is 75 years old. 
and in bygone years had operated steamboats on 
the little rivers of the interior of Louisiana. 
Hence the “captain.” He is of medium stature. 
has calm blue eyes and speaks with definite self 
assurance and authority smacking of the im- 
perious. 

He had come to Morehouse Parish as a cot- 
tonseed broker and was gne of the first mem- 
bers of Morehouse Klan. He worked hard to in- 
crease the membership and before long was 
elected Exalted Cyclops. 

In Greek mythology, Cyclops was a giant with 
one all-séeing eve center of his forehead 
and his function was orge thunderbolts. It is 
not known that the Imperial Wizard of the In- 
visible Empire of the Knights of the. Ku Klux 
Klan expected Capt. Skipwith to forge any 
thunderbolts, but it appears from the news of

The Cyclops on another occasion led about a 
hundred Kiansmen armed with shotguns to cap- 
ture a farmer suspected of making whisky, but 
the farmer put them to flight with his rifle. On 
other occasions the Klansmen, acting as deputies 
of Sheriff Carpenter. invaded the homes of ne- 
groes and some white farmers at night to search 
for whisky, though in no instance did they have 
search warrants.

The people of Mer Rouge observed 
tics of the klan with increasing alarm, 
ing for the morale of the negro laborers on the 
plantations around their town. One of the men 
who was outspoken against these outr@ges was 
Daniel, and one night a band of hooded men vis- 
ited the negro families on his plantation in 
search of illicit whisky. Next day Daniel waited 
On Capt. Skipwith at Bastrop and proclaimed in 
unmistakable terms that the next klansman that 
placed his foot on a Daniel plantation would do 
so at his peril. 


Shortly after that Dr. B. M. McKoin, captain of 
the klan at Mer Rouge and trusted lieutenant of

Stamp shot us. Get the police.” The report 
became general about town that Stamp was the 
slayer, but no action to bring about his arrest 
was taken. 

The next day Stamp wrote a letter to the 
Ceurier-Journal, a daily newspaper, purporting to 
be a reply to the rumors and denying. that he 
was guilty. After another day’s liberty, however, 
he walked into the city hall past mumerous 
policemen and surrendered to the chief of de- 
tectives. - 

Then the OCourierJournal got busy with a 
campaign against the laxity of enforcement of 
the criminal laws. A series of articles was pub- 
lished to show how frequently murderers were 
being freed in the criminal court by various 
devices and legal technicalities in spite of strong 
evidence against them. It also was pointed out 
how hung jurtes in many cases resulted in the 
liberating of guilty persons. 


State brought in its witnesses, drew from them 
a volume of evidence and the final argument was 
made. The attorney appointed to defend Stamp 
was able to do but little against the mass of 
evidence on the other side for. there were no 
witnesses tor the defense. 

Throughout the trial’the Rev. Mr. Payne sat in 
the courtroom silent, although he knew facts 
which, it later developed, would have altered the 
jury’s judgment.

Court Grants Him New Trial 


Defendant Rushed to Trial 


Considerable sentiment was aroused, with the 
result that when a continuance of Stamp’s case 
was sought in order to construct a defense for 
him, it was refused by the Judge, who promptly 
set an early date for the trial and declared that 
the case would be disposed of then and there 
whether the defense liked it or not. The defense’s 
attorney insisted that he could not be read¥. He 


Most of his friends gave up hope of further 
action in his behalf, believing him to be certain 
to be electrocuted.

The case went 
back for a second trial.

HE negative double in auction has come 
o stay, not only because it adds greatly 
to the interest of auction, but also be- 
cause it adds at least 25 per cent to 
partnership efficiency. Instead of op- 
posing this popular and practical inno- 
vation, players should seek a clear un- 
derstanding of its principles. 

The negative double, or at least the negative suit 
aouble was originated by the writer. Its develop- 
ment has come about gradually. Years of observation 
and analysis were necessary before the principles gov- 
erning the negative suit and no-trump doubles in all 
their variations, together with those governing their 
proper response by partner, were clearly determined. 
These principles I will endeavor to set forth briefly. 

The cbject of a negative double, whether suit or no- 
trump, is to develop, if possible, by forcing partner to 
bid, the best bid for game between the two hands. 
{t follo*s, logically, therefore, that its primary in- 
ference must be that doubler is trying for a game 
bid, spades, hearts or no-trump. 

To have a practical working value, an inference in 
auction must be more specific. Wherever possible, a 
bid or double should have but one meaning. To arrive 
at one meaning for a negative double we must take 
into consideration the following factors: 

First, the fact that a negative double forces partner 
to bid, notwithstanding his hand may be weak or 
worthless, or that suit bid in response to double may 
be one of but four cards, weak or lacking in top honors. 

Second, the fact that partner is rarely justified in 
bidding two no-trumps in response to a double of one 
no-trump—experience has proved this to be a losing 
bid—or of bidding one no-trump in response to a 
double of a suit, unless holding two or more stoppers 
in suit doubled, in preference to a suit of four or more 
cards, and particularly a major suit. 

Third. the fact that in response to double the part- 
ner will or should: (a) if holding two major suits of 
four or more cards, call the higher ranking suit 
(spades) first, regardless usually of greater top 
strength of lower ranking suit (hearts) unless lower 
ranking suit is the longer suit; or (b) if holding a 
minor and a major suit of four or more cards, call 
the major suit first, regardless usually of greater top 
@trenzth .or length of minor suit; or (c) if holding 
two minor suits of four or more cards, call the high- 
er ranking suit (diamonds) first, provided lower 
ranking suit (clubs) is mot considerable stronger in 
top honors or the longer suit. 

Analyzing the foregoing factors, it becomes clear 
that the specific inference to be drawn from a nega- 
tive Goubie of any bid other than spades is that 
adoubicer must expect and therefore must be prepared 
for a spade bid however weak, or, if spades is the 
bid doubled, for a heart bid. 

Players should thoroughly understand that the fore- 
going precise inference, popularly known as the 
“spade convention,” is a natural development of the 
negative double; that it must not be regarded as in 
any sense arbitrary, for the reason that this would 
be the logical inference of players thoroughly ground- 
ed in the fundamentals of auction. Also, that the 
rules governing the requirements for negative doubles, 
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a DOUBLE TWO SPADES.” 


and those governing their response, are all based upon 
this. specific inference. ° 

A double is a bid. The vast majority of players seem 
to ignore this most important fact, as well as the 
equally important fact that the top strength required 
to double fs Jogically greater, or at least as great as 
would be required to bid originally. While, as for its 
added requirement, to wit, that @oubler should be at 
all times prepared for a weak spa@e bid by partner, or, 
if spades is bid @oubled, for a weak heart bid, such 
added requirement is practically unknown except 
among advanced players. 

By prepared is meant, prepared not only as re- 
gards top strength but as regaré@s adequate length in 
the major suit or suits that would be partner’s logical 
response to double. This length is at least four cards, 
possibly but three, never two, even though two top 
honors. 

Observation and experience have clearly demon- 
strated the value of four-card suit bids if you can 
find partner with four cards of same suit. This, I 
think, is one of the strongest points in favor of the 
double. By @oubling player does not have to guess 
which One of his suits to bid, any one of which would 
be an extremely doubtful bid unless sure of finding 
partner with complementary holding. 

The following negative doubles are fundamentally 
normal doubles: 

First, where player, having bid a suit originally 
doubles an adverse bid to force an assist by partner 
if he holds as good as three cards of doubler’s suit or 
A x, K x or Q x; failing such holding, partner is ex- 
pected to bid best suit. 

A forced bid assist of this nature is never read as 
showing more than the normal assistance In doubler’s 
suit. For this reason partner, if holding a sound 
assist, should indicate same if necessary on following 
round. 

Second, where player, having bid no-trumps origi- 
nally, doubles an adverse suit bid to force partner’s 
best bid. 

The double of a minor suit in this position should 
be prepared for a weak bid by partner in either major 
suit, or, if suit doubled is a major suft, then in other 
major suit. 

There are.but two types of hands wherewith a play- 
er is justified in overcalling imstead of doubling an 
original no-trump on right. First, a hand and suit of

tion to the first. Im this case it is decided, as in the 
first, just what portions of the set will be “covered” by 
the action. This pertion is then designed and erected. 
A piate of clear glass is set up between the camera 
and the built part. and on this plate marked out the 
general lines of the setting desired. 

“Over these lines is painted the complete set. leav- 


*ing clear. of course. the portion represented by that 


part built. This method is. in the very mature of it. 
far more complicated than the first. and depends en- 
tirely. it might be said, upon the skill in perspective 
drawipfg of the artist. For, where the worker in min- 
lature has been able to do his work to an exact scale, 
in,painting to perspective no scale can be absoiutely 
exact. and the accuracy is determined only by the 
artist's eccuracy of sight. 

“Again. in the work with miniatures, it is necessary 
to match the lighting of the two pieces. In the use of 
paintings, this lighting must be stimulated by grada- 
tions in the shading of pigments. With the miniatures, 
if the lichts were directed on both parts from the same 
direction. the shadows naturally fell alike, but on the 
painting. since there can be no natural shadows, every 
shadow must be calculated from the supposed angie 
of light; mass of object and distance. 

“The angie of light varies,_obviously, at different 
hours of the day, and as a painting ts, more obviously 
even, unvarying. it is necessary to photograph the set 
at the hour when the light will strike the full-size 
part at exactly the same angle as in the painting. or 
otherwise. to light it artificially. 

“It is. moreover. far more a task to give to a paint- 


depth. of mass and material, than it is to a miniature. 
Yet. on the other hand. I am convinced that the work 
of an artist. at times, can have a charm, an atmosphere. 
that even fhe finest reality cannot approach; the touch, 
the individuality of the artist. 

“Looking at the third picture, the scene Chinese. 
No migiature, however, cleverly made, could have 
hoped to duplicate the delicate detail of this painting, 
its softness of line and of key. This is a setting by 
Mr. Walter Hall. who. before his picture connections, 
was a well-known scenic artist. I am told that he holds 
patent rights in this and in foreign countries for this 
process.

The answer was: “Wait.” This was not reassur- 
ing. Three minutes later the Monte Grappa was asked 
the same question and gave the same answer. fm an- 
other three minutes the required facts came through. 
“Our course north, 55 degrees east; speed 5 miles.” 
It will be noticed that the speed of the Monte Grappa 
had lessened three knots, and this made the problem of 
Capt. Jones increasingly difficult. 

At 5:22 a. m. Capt. Jones gave the Monte Grappa 
his position and speed, adding: “Cannot you steam 
toward us?”
